It is nothing more or less than legal- 
ized extortion under tre present stress 
of immigration for the owners of 
Louses for rent to demand, as many 
of them do, a price for rent thai 
amounts to two, three, four and in some 
cases even five and six per cent. per 
month interest on the investment. In 
uddition to being wrong, it is of that 
species of infernul folly that is ever so 
much’worse thanacrime. An immi- 
grant can rent a comfortable house in 
San Francisco or Oakland a nile from 
the business center for less than he cau 


rent the same i kind of a _ house 
in Los Angeles the same  dis- 
tance from the business’ center. 


And the old resident, wh» is a tenant, 
and has lived here and spent his earn- 
ings here for years, fares uo better. Le 
must either’ pay the unjust rate, or 
leave. But the inevitable result, as you 
have already hinted, of this monuiment- 
al folly is easily seen. The immigrant 
will snuff the breeze, and quit coming 
where he knows (from the information 
furnished by his friends) that he is go- 
ing to be squeezed to death; the good- 
natured tenant will travel off to some 
place where he can earn just as much 
and live one-half cheaper; the news 
will go abroad, as it is going now, as 
fast as letters and papers care carry it, 
history will repeat itself, and the 
crash of ’83 will follow that of ’77. Mr. 
Editor, land and rents should never be 
‘‘boomed.’’ They should be allowed to 
augment their own prices by &@ natural

Bunker Hill Grade Redivivus. 


To the Editor: ; 
The liveliest matter in town just now 
is the above grade. It is_ like 


Banquo’s ghost and will not dewn. The 
matter has been before the Council for 
eight months, and seems now as far 
off as ever from a settlement. The nat- 
ural contour of the street presents a 
wide difference between the point of 
lowest depres-ion and highest rise. 
Those in the ravine want the bill cut, 
and those on the hill want the ravine 
filled. The true course would seem to 
be a compromise. 

Lhe history of the agitation is briefly 
as follows: In March, ’82, the Couucil 


ordered the Surveyor to prepare a plan 
of grade. April Ist the Surveyor pre- 
seuted profile No.211, known as the red- 
line grade. After due notice this passed 
the Council, and there was no opposi- 
tion, but the Mayor saw fit to veto the 
resolution, withont assigning any rea- 
sons. This seems to be, om many ac- 
counts, a much better profile than any 
of the subsequent ones. im May a 
new petition was presented to grade the 
street according to x» new profile known 
as the green-line grade. This cut the 
hills vastly more than the preceding 
grade. Mach opposition was provoked 
to this grade. After a meeting of the 
Board of Public Works and tle property 


owners, action on this grade was post- 


poned about June Ist. Ou August 10th 
the Board of Public Works met the 
property holders on the ground, and the 


cutting the hill. Agreeably to. this 
opinion the Presidont of the Board 
ordered the Surveyor to make a new 
profile, No 225, iu which the grade fol- 
lows the general contour of the ground 
und is not a bad grade at any point. 
Late in August a notice of iutention to 
grade by this profile was introduced, and 
here action in the Council rested until 
late in Uctober, when a resolution to es- 
tublish a grade passed the Council, and 
November 4 notice of intention to im- 
prove according to certain measurements. 
Nearly all the property-holders supposed 
the grade was to follow profile No. 225, 
but were rudely awakened from their 
dreams when it transpired that the old 
green-line grade, which had seemed 
buried in June, had been dug up and 
passed. Immediately the old fight be- 
gan ail along the line, and was waged 
vigorously last Saturday night, Mr. B. 
F. Coulter and Mr. G. W. Burton lead- 
ing the opposition, and Mr. Broussean 
defending the proposed grade. The 
matterJgS to come up aguin to-night, and 
is of Interest to all property-owners on 
the avenue The muin point is to 
minimize the cuts between Temple and 
Courthouse streets, and again beyond 
the ravine between First and Second 
streets. Those on the hill claim they 
are willing to compromise, and that this 
can be doue and a grade made of one 
foot rise intwenty-three feet, and this is 
a good grade. These are understood to 
be the surveyor’s figures. Those who 
own lots near the point of lowest de- 
pression concede ‘that the relief asked 
can ‘be granted at least between First and 
Second streets and a good street ob- 
tuined. If thisisso it would seem an 
outrage to incur so much expense in 
cutting achanuel of six to eleven feet 
through the street, which will also 
necessitate the cuiting down of the lots 
op each side, and in many cases the 
lowering or raisiug costly honses to 
suit the new street. Certainly no such 
damage to property shonld be done 
wantonly or without great advantages 
resulting to more property thin is dam- 
aged. We understand that the good 
will of several Councilmen is manifested 
and we are sure the whole honorable 
body wiil be disposed to do everything 
considerately and with due ie pect ‘oO 
the insterests of all parties. We aresure 
the lobby at Union Hall will be fall to- 
night.

GrenTs:— Believing that a mistake hus becn 
made in establishing the grade of Bunker Hill
